Moer has been writtonand said about.the in- 
troduction of railways mto China during the 
past fifteen years, and the step kag been 
steadily and persiatently advocated by' those 
interested in’ the material 
oponing. up of the empire. It is not often, 
‘ however, that we get an opinion on the sub- 
ject. by o practical man, and the-letter ad. 
dressed by Mr. Feravsgoy, 1.8, to our 
Shanghai morning contemporary, is therefore 
tho more interesting and instructive, At 
the outset Mr. Forevason strongly depre- 
cates the clamour which be avers’ bas beon 
made for concsssions by “impudent and, 
greedy spsculatora, agente, and adventurars,” 
who have, he adds, done much to thwart 
railway work in China, A 
the utter unreliability - of some of the 
estimates which bave been supplied to the 
Chinese Govornmont, he mentions that Mr.
